U. S. FLIER SENT 


TO EARTH BY ENEMY 


Capt. James Hall Believed to 


Have Been Killed in Air- 


plane Battle 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 


IN FRANCE (Tuesday)—After .1 
thrilling battle with enemy airplanes 
ten miles north 'of Pont-a-Mousson, 
Captain.James Norman Hall, one of 
the leading American aviators, made 
a spiral dive for the earth and was 
last seen' close to the ground ap- 
parently trying to land. 
His fate 


is unknown. ' 
. 


Captain Hall, with two others, was 


patrolling between St. Mihiel .and 
Pont-a-Mousson. 
When they were 


over Pagny-Sur-Moselle, four enemy 
Albatross airplanes, painted with 
black and white stripes, were seen. 


The Americans attacked, Capta:i 


Hall singling out one of the enemy 
and driving him downward while fir- 
ing with his machine gun. 
The pair 


made a spiral dive from 6,000 to 4,- 
000 meters when the German sud- 
denly started to rise. 
In a quick 


turn, he poured.a stream of machine 
gun bullets into the bottom of Hall's 
machine. 
Captain Hall 
promptly 


came out of the spiral and made a 
dive for the earth. 
He was last 


seen attempting to complete this ma- 
neuver. 


In the meanwhile the enemy ma- 


chines that the other -Americana.had 
engaged dropped toward the ground. 
It is unknown what happened to 
them, but two of them apparently 
were.in distress. 
No credit for a 


victory is. given the Americans, be- 
cause official verification of the de- 
struction of the enemy was impossi- 
ble.

Along the battle lines in northern France the.allied 


troops still await the shock of renewed -heavy fighting by 
the Germans. 
Apparently the rainy weather has inter- 


fered a great deal with th^ enemy's transport and he has not 
been able to perfect his arrangements because of the diffi- 
culties of bringing up his supplies. 


Having gained some advantageous positions in local 


fighting, the allies are waiting for the next effort of the 
Germans, which already has be^en delayed much longer 
than in previous lulls since the beginning of the offensive 
on March 21. Meanwhile, fresh troops and new supplies 
are pouring in to strengthen the allied positions and this 
fact must also aid to the perturbation of the enemy who has 
nothing remarkable in military achievements to show for 
his heavy losses of the past seven weeks. 


The artillery fire continues violent on important sec£ 


tors. The Germans are: shelling heavily the Anglo-French 
front southwest of Ypres and the sector south of the Somme 
between Villers-Bretonneux and Haillcs. 
These sectors 


saw the heavy fighting previous to the German repulse 
north of Mont Kemmel nine days ago. Enemy fire against 
the southern side of the Arras sector, which lies north1 of 
Albert, also has been intense. 


There has been great aerial activity on the American 


sector northwest of Toul and Captain James Norman Hall, 
well known as a flyer in the French and American armies, 
is reported missing after a battle in which he and two other 
Americans engaged four Germans. Two of the enemy air- 
planes are believed to have been brought down. 
Other 


American also have been meeting the enemy in the air 
along the line east of St. Mihiel and it is believed the Ger- 
mans have concentrated large forces in an attempt to wipe ' 
out the American flyers. There has been no infantry fight- 
iii£ on any of the American sectors. 


Except for fruitless patrol raids by the Austrians and 


limited artillery fire, there has been no activity on the Ital- 
ian front. 


A political crisis involving the security of the Lloyd- 


George gbvernment has arisen in Great Britain over the let- 
ter written by General Maurice, formerly chief director, of 
military operations, in which he questioned the veracity of 
the premier and the chancellor of the exchequer. In the 
house of commons a parliamentary tilt between Andrew 
Bonar Law, for the government, and former Premier As- 
quith resulted in the government's acceptance of a motion 
by Mr. Asquith that the house discuss the form of inqyiry 
to be made into the statements of General Maurice. 


The motion will be debated in the house Thursday and 


the government has decided to stand or fall on the vote 
taken after the discussion. The government looks upon 
the motion as a vote of censure and has called its supporters 
to be in the house for a vote tomorrow.

Issues Formal Order Lim- 
iting Amounts to be Used' 


To curtail sugar supply of Wiscon- 


sin, Magnus Swenson, federal food 
agent, has issued an order effective 
May 15, outlining the administration 
of the law. The persons put on the 
sugar ration are hotels, restaurants, 
boarding houses,'wholesale and re- 
tail dealers in sugar, baker.j, crack- 
er manufacturers and persons man- 
ufacturing food .stuffs, such i-.» jelly, 
confectionary, chewing gum, etc. 
The rules also hit ice cream par'ors 
that sell sherbets, a large number of 
these establishments have had their 
supply cut down to 8 per cent. 


"The method of calculation will be 


based on the manufacturers perform- 
ance for the first four mouths of 
1918, January, February, March and 
April," said A. J. Melville, secretary 
of the food administration. "An av- 
erage for the sugar used for these 
four months will be taken and then 
eighty 'per cent or" fifty per cent of 
this average as the case may be will 
represent the quota the manufactur- 
ers are entitled to. 


"The Food Administration is very 


anxious to conserve sugar in every 
way possible permitting its normal 
use for medicines, meats, 
milks, 


vegetables, fruits and ice cream, and 
especially for the coming- 
canning 


season. It is anxious to stop any in- 
crease of sugar in the manufacture 
of confectionery and soft drinks."

One sensible and effective method 


by which individual Americans can 
help their country is by keepinjr a 
luiet watch upon enemy aliens and 
by reporting suspicious cases to the 
Federal authorities, instead of in- 
'dulging in public criticism of the 
governemnt for its "failure" to cap- 
ture spies, plotters and bombers.-A 
conspicuous example of foolish and 
injurious criticism of the govern- 
ment occurred the other day when a 
dollar-a-year patriot appeared be- 
fore the Senate military committee 
and announced-that 60,000 alien en- 
emies in New York city had refused 
to be registered or have their fin- 
ger prints taken. The fact is that 
not a single enemy alien has refused 
to have his finger p rints taken, for 
the simple reason that if he had re- 
fused he would have been interned 
forthwith. The Attorney General hr.s 
announced that the registration of 
male enemy aliens in New York city 
ha» been completed and that the 
checking up process shows" that the 
few who were overlooked have since 
been registered. 


Nothing is easier than to magnify 


fche spy peril. It is a difficult sub- 
ject to handle, from this and many 
other aspects. The Department of 
Justice and the intelligence bureaus 
cannot reveal what they are doing 
to apprehend criminals and danger- 
ous enemies. Thus these govern- 
ment agencies are peculiarly liable 
to the charge that they are negli- 
gent, blundering, or doing nothing 
at all.
